5 he Alberta government is cutting 
private-industry profits from traffic 
ticket fees by halving the SB process¬ 
ing fee and in turn saving government 
an estimated S2.5 million annually. 

Service Alberta Minister Stephan¬ 
ie McLean announced Thursday that 
the government is ending its contract 
nith the Association of Alberta Registry 
Agents, which saw the industry associa¬ 
tion collect a $6 fee for online payments. 

McLean said the province was shoul¬ 
dering the vast majority of the costs 
for paying tickets online and that the 
organization was charging a fee that 
saw it make money. 

“The government always provided 
the back-end platform to make this pos¬ 


sible, but the association for registry 
agents was charging an amount that 
gave them a profitT she said. 

“We have removed the profit por¬ 
tion and just made the expense what 
it costs to be able to operate." 

The contract with the registry agents 
was signed in 2004 and McLean said 
she was unable to find a good reason 
to keep it in place. 

Cutting the registry agents also re¬ 
duces some of the technical challen¬ 
ges of sharing information with an 
outside party. 

McLean said people, including her¬ 
self. won't suddenly be excited about 
paying a traffic fine, hut they will at 
least not be paying unnecessary fees. 

" This is a little bit of a silver lining 
when you encounter the dark cloud 
of a traffic ticket." 

Robyn Young, president of the as¬ 
sociation, said they are disappointed 
in the government's decision. 

“It wasn't completely unexpected. 
We were certainly aware this was the 
direction they were going in." she said. 

She said the contract was structured 
the way the government wanted.

who isn't on the contender's list, 
will be replaced after the election 
occurs sometime before April 
30.2017, 

The viewpoints of some of the 
political heavyweights on the list 
are in stark contrast to Kenney, 
who's staunch fiscal and social 
conservatism skews him a bit 
more right than past PC leaders, 
like Alison Redford. 

On WednescUiy, Kenney said his 
mandate is to unite the Wildrase 
and PC parties under one banner 
to hopefully defeat the governing 
Alberta NDP, At its annual general 
meeting, It Alberta also sent a 
dear mandate that it won't unite 
with another conservative party. 



Sandra Jansen 

Calgary Northwest PC MLASandra 
Jansen is currently the Education, 
Human Services and Status of Women 
opposition critic. Under former Premier 
Alison Redford's rein, Jansen served as 
the Associate Minister of Family and 
Community Safety. She has been vocal 
about LGBTQ rights and has tackled 
issues like human trafficking, violence 
against women and child exploitation.

Police seize 
3,200 pills, 
keep millions 
off the street

Millions of fentanyl pills were 
kepi aft the street following a 
nine-month police investiga¬ 
tion that led to the arrest of an 
Edmonton couple Wednesday. 

The Alberta Law Enforce¬ 
ment Response Team seized 
four kilograms of W-lfl pow¬ 
der. 3,200 fentanyl pills and 
100 kilograms of Si-phene thyl- 
piperidinone fNEP) — a legal 
substance used in fentany! pro¬ 
duction — in addition to num¬ 
erous other drugs, precursors 
and weapons. 

“This was a highly com¬ 
plex and demanding investi¬ 
gation/ said ALERT Staff Sgt. 
Dave Knibbs. 

Knibbs said the NPP could 
have theoretically produced 


3 & million fentanyl pills, as¬ 
suming each pill contained 
two milligrams of fentanyl, 
which he calls a “conservative 
estimate.*" 

The 3 r 2Q0 fentanyl pills 
seized also contained W-1B and 
were being sold as Percocet. 

The investigation began in

October 2015 when Canada 
Border Services Agency offi¬ 
cers intercepted the NPP in 
four barrels at the Edmonton 
Internationa!

Wildfires costliest 
ever weather event 


Ambulance times

AHS is tutting targets for some response times, but numbers 
in urban areas are moving in the wrong direction, metro file 


The wildfire that rendered the 
heart of oil sands country a 
charred and ashy mess is esti¬ 
mated to be the costliest disas¬ 
ter in Canada, with worrying 
evidence that extreme weather 
events have increased in fre¬ 
quency and severity, the Insur¬ 
ance Bureau of Canada said 
Thursday, 

About S3.5,5 billion in dam¬ 
age is expected due to the fire 
in May that swept through 
Fort Me Murray, Alta., nearly 
twice as much as the January 
1998 ice storms that paralyzed 
eastern Ontario and southern 
Quebec. That disaster resulted 
in just over S2 billion in dam¬ 
ages when converted into 2015 
dollars, the bureau said. 

“Ultimately what we are 
seeing is that our climate is 
changing, and the long-term 
trends are directly a result of 
some of those dynamics .“Bill

AHS close but 
not perfect on 
its emergency 
response rates

Alberta Health Services is close 
but currently missing its re¬ 
sponse-time targets in cities 
after the agency was initially 
hitting the standards it set for 
itself Last year. 

After operating for more 
than a year without an official 
target for response times. AHS 
released new benchmarks in 
December. 

Those targets were for ambu¬ 
lances to arrive within 12 min¬ 
utes, 90 per cent of the time 
in urban areas, 15 minutes 
in communities of less than 
3,000 people, 40 minutes in 
rural areas and 75 minutes in 
remote areas. 

But based on data released 
this week, response times 
are increasing — slightly — 
in urban areas to just more 
than 12-minute5. after initially 
beating them last fall. 

The organization exceeded 
the target for both rural and 
remote areas, too. but has re¬ 
cently hit the target for smaller 
communities, after hitting a 
peak of 16 minutes early this 
year. 

Dale Weiss, the executive 


director for hMS in northern 
Alberta, said they monitor the 
response times closely, and 
when the system starts to miss 
targets look for ways to make 
changes. 

“When we see things 
turning up like that we start 
doing some other initiatives in 
areas to look at and say, L What 
else can we do to make the 
system perform better?'” he 
said. 

Urban response times start¬ 
ed to increase in the fust three 
months of 2016, but Weiss said 


that's within a normal swing 
that the agency expects. 

“Response times will 
predictably be a little long¬ 
er during winter time when 
w r e have to slow down on the 
roads, as well as during flu 
seasons when we have higher 
demand,” he said. 

Weiss said AHS will consider 
changing the response time 
standards if they are consist¬ 
ently beating the measures 
thev have set out for them- 
selves, as they are currently 
in rural areas.

jason Kenney’5 Alberta PC 
leadership campaign can raise 
hinds and spend as much as it 
wants up until Oct. 1 without 
disclosing a penny to Elections 
Alberta, but the Conservative 
MP assured Fundraising will 
govern as if the writ has al¬ 
ready dropped. 

On Thursday, Kenney told 
reporters contributions to his 
campaign will be limited to 
530.OGO per individual, which 
he said was the limit set by the 
PC party in past years. 

He said a npt-for profit polit¬ 
ical organization. Unite Alberta, 
will “govern its fundraising 
as though it were during the 
post-October formal leadership 
election period." 

That means the Kenney 
-camp will only receive con¬ 


tributions from individual Al¬ 
bertans and no corporations. 

Under current Alberta elec¬ 
tion laws, Kenney can currently 
raise money and spend without 
having to disclose it, according 
to Kevin Lee. director of finance 
with Elections Alberta. 

“He is only required to dis¬ 


close any fundraising with us 
once he's registered as a can¬ 
didate,” Lee said. 

Any funds spent during the 
contest time —which begins on 
Oct. 1 — must be disclosed with 
Elections Alberta, Lee added. 

“They wouldn't be able to 
s pend any of that money [funds 


raised prior to registration] 
once they’re registered." he 
said. “Anything that's raised 
and spent prior to the regis¬ 
tration is not bound by our 
legislation.” 

Katherine O’Neill, president 
of PC Alberta, said the organiza¬ 
tion will discuss compensation

rules in the coming months. 

“It’s fiscally conservative for 
all candidates to spend wisely,” 
O'Neill said. “In a recession, the 
expectation is to not go over 
the top. We expect all candi¬ 
dates to do that (not go over 
the topi." 

Melanee Thomas, political 
scientist and professor at the 
University of Calgary, said Ken¬ 
ney currently has an advantage 
because no other PC leader¬ 
ship hopefuls have officially 
declared. 

“He can set the entire nar¬ 
rative and he has." Thomas 
said. "What is very smart about 
what he is doing, and with the 
fundraising too, is build this 
momentum to this unification 
of the PCs and the Wildrose ”

A new market could draw atten¬ 
tion to a transform mg neigh¬ 
bourhood in Edmonton’s core.

Franke hopes the event 
doubles the crowd of June's 
market, and would like to see 
the even find a home in Mc¬ 
Cauley for the future. 

“It's really vibrant, there’s 
a lot of local businesses in the 
area, a lot of entrepreneurs, So 
we're really hoping that this 
could be something that exists 


next season,’ 1 she said. “Maybe 
it will happen more frequently 

— monthly, bi-weekly, weekly 

— but that's something we're¬ 
assessing right now."

Trolley car game is 
a real historical hit 


Peter Fiala has designed a 
smartphone app chat can vir¬ 
tually transport you through 
Edmonton's history. 

Fiala's Edmonton Trolley Car 
game launched in Way and is 
an app that takes gamers on 
a historical ride through 1915 
Whyte Avenue. 

Players gain points based on 
conversations with characters 
and the historical landmarks 
viewed. Fiala spent hours in the 
city and provincial archives re¬ 
searching Whyte Avenue land¬ 
marks to ensure historical ac¬ 
curacy. 

“You find black-and-white 
photos to use as reference and 
then go out on foot to real¬ 
ize the building's gone or it's 
blue now when it used to be 
wood," he said. 

He commended the archiv¬ 
ists who helped him find in¬ 
formation. 

A trip out to the Edmonton 
Radial Railway Society helped 


him to understand how a 
steam-powered engine would 
work. The game is meant to 
recreate the feel of a trip in a 
steam-powered trolley. 

Fiala said that reception of 
the game has been great, con¬ 
sidering it's a historically based 
game that rewards based on 
historical sites discovered. 

“You're not exactly shooting 
zombies,” he said. 

Fiala said the app is gain¬ 
ing international attention 
through the app store. He has 
several ideas for future games 
— but he's keeping them to 
himself for now.

Bunz heating up as 
users go trade-crazy

Leila Sidi now owns a weed 
whacker —and it only cost her 
a Vietnamese sub. 

Sidi posted her need for the 
whacker on the Bunz Trading 
Zone on Facebook recently, and 
within a day was successful. 

“it's like exchanging gifts,” 
said Sidi. “There's something 
that all of us need and this is a 
way that bypasses consumerism.'' 

J he Bunz Trading Zone is an¬ 


other forum to create that econ¬ 
omy. The online trading post 
started in Toronto in 2013 and 
currently has close to 60,000 
users. In Toronto it sees 600 suc¬ 
cessful trades per day. 

Bunz groups exist on Face- 
book, but this month Bunz has 
set up an app for better city- 
specific organized trading of 
goods and services — and that 
includes Edmonton. 

The app allows searching 
by distance and type including 
jobs, apartments and lost items. 
Groups have formed for specific 
types of trades, Trades can hap¬ 
pen in any form or combination 
and currencies, such as food or 
alcohol, start to appear. 

Eli Klein, an Edmontonian 
who now lives in Toronto, is the 
community and events manager 
for Bunz in that city. 

He said he makes trades not

simply for things but to build 
up a type of currency that al¬ 
lows him to get what he's after. 

“ ll've accepted a trade so 1 can 
use it to trade for something 
else," Klein said. 

For Sidi. battering has always 
been an economy and Bunz is 
another forum to practise that. 
Recently she tmded an unused 
guitar for an astrological reading. 

“3 just saw someone posting 
that they wanted to leant (gui¬ 
tar) mid it feels good to be like 
'Shoot, take mine."' 


Sidi has started to find differ¬ 
ent communities around trading. 
She posted a need for an immer¬ 
sion blender to make soap. T hat 
led to a soap-making party. 

“I'll go back to her when I 
need more soap and see if they 
want to have a party, - she said. 

The Toronto Bunz community 
has expanded to indude finding 
lost pets and stolen bikes. 

Klein said one woman posted 
to ask for help with her daugh¬ 
ter's birthday party when she 
couldn't afford a cake. 

“The community jumped to it, 
gave her a cake for free,” Klein 
said. "A guy delivered a bouquet 
of flowers and someone brought 
a balloon bouquet.'' 

Hein said the Bunz commun¬ 
ity has grown internationally 
and city-specific apps are be¬ 
ing launched to better organ¬ 
ize trading.

Reform won’t be easy: Chief 


The Liberals’ proposal to over¬ 
haul Canada's electoral system 
just got more complicated. 

Outgoing Chief Electoral Of¬ 
ficer Marc Mayrand told MPs 
Thursday a new voting system 
may require a long and difficult 
process to redraw Canada's 338 
electoral districts. 

Mayrand said it's still possible, 
if the government moves quickly, 
to put in place a new system for 
2019 — but it's not so simple as 
placing a new process over the 
existing ridings. 

“Even looking at a streamlined 
process to simply aggregate the 
current ridings, you will have 


pockets w r here aggregation will 
not necessarily be the best way 
to go. You may find, among other 
things, a community of interest 
could be linguistic. Or you may 
suddenly, through aggregation, 
completely dilute a community 
of interest." 

Part of the problem is that 
Elections Canada doesn’t know r 
what kind of system will be ul¬ 
timately proposed. 

The electoral reform commit¬ 
tee is meeting throughout the 
summer to come up with a rec¬ 
ommendation for Democratic 
Institutions Minister Maryam

'IWo snipers apparently shot 10 
police officers during protests 
in Dallas on Thursday night 
and three officers are dead. 


the city's police chief said in 
a statement. 

A statement from Dallas Po¬ 
lice Chief David Brown said 
“it appears that two snipers 
shot 10 police officers from 
elevated positions during the 
pro test/rally.'" 

The gunfire broke out 
around S:45 p.m. Thursday 
while hundreds of people were 
gathered to protest fatal police 
shootings this week in Louisi¬ 


ana and Minnesota. 

The statement said three 
officers are dead, two were in 
surgery and were are in critical 
condition. 

"An intensive search" for sus¬ 
pects was underway, it said and 
no one was in custody. 

Live TV video showed pro¬ 
testers marching along a street 
in downtown, about half a mile 
from City Hall, when the shots 
erupted and the crowd scat¬ 


tered. seeking cover. 

TV cameras showed the 
search for the gunman 
stretched throughout down¬ 
town, Etn area of hotels, res¬ 
taurants. businesses and some 
residential apartments. The 
scene was chaotic, with heli¬ 
copters hovering overhead and 
officers with automatic rifles 
on the street corners. Carlos 
Hands said the shooters “were 
strategic. It was tap tap pause. 


Tap tap pause." 

On Wednesday, a Minnesota 
officer fatally shot Philando 
Castile in el St. Paul suburb. The 
aftermath of the shooting was 
purportedly live streamed in a 
widely shared Kacebook video. 

A day earlier. Alton Sterling 
was shot in Louisiana after be¬ 
ing pinned to the pELvement by 
two white officers.

“Objectively as alarming, in 
mental-balance terms, as any¬

CANADA POST DIS PU TE 

Mail stoppage 
could trap 
invitations in 
the system 

For some brides and grooms, 
the beautifully embossed invi¬ 
tation, carefully addressed by 
hand and delivered by mail, is 
a tradition worth preserving. 

But now they are worried 
■Canada Post's threat it will 
look out 50.000 workers 
Monday — pushed back I 
from an original deadline H 
of Friday — could trap ; 
all those invitations and 
accompanying tiny KSVP I 
envelopes in the post 
office. 

Yvonne Post, 34, want- * 
ed to send out formal in¬ 
vitations because so many items 
that arrive in the mailbox are 
junk. 

“It’s always so- nice when 
you get an invitation to some¬ 
thing, especially celebrating a 
wedding, 1 * she said. “1 guess it's 
old-school, but it was import¬ 
ant to us." 

So now Post and her fiance 
Todd Rieck, 32, are looking at 
personally handing out their 
invitations for their September 
wedding, already addressed but 
not stamped, 

“Luckily my shower is on 
Saturday, so I'm going to bring 
them to hand out in person." 1 



she said. “It's not 

ideal, but it’s an opportunity 

where 1 can see everybody.”

Labour Minister MaryAnn 
Mihychuk has urged Canada 
Post and its union to consider 
binding arbitration to reach a 
contract. Canada Post says it"s 
walling, but the Canadian Union 
of Postal Workers, which rep¬ 
resents 50,000 employees in 
two units, has flatly rejected it. 

The union hits filed a com¬ 
plaint of unfair labour practice 
to the Canada Industrial Rela¬ 


tions Board, ac¬ 
cusing Canada Post of fail¬ 
ing to negotiate in good faith. 

Fearing a disruption to mail 
service, Rita Freitas, 33, and 
Anthony Pagliaroli, 32, printed 
up extra inserts for their wed¬ 
ding invitations, asking guests 
to respond via email. 

Freitas said they still included 
the RS VP cards when the invita¬ 
tions were mailed, having paid 
for them, and a few people have 
mailed them back already. Rut 
because some of their guests live 


overseas, it’s unclear whether 
the international invitations, 
sent last week, will get there 
before any stoppage. 

Olivia Purchase, 29, and Ken¬ 
ny Main 31. who are also get¬ 
ting married in September, sent 
ont their invitations in May, but 
gave their guests until late July 
to respond. 

Purchase had only received 
a few responses by last week

when she learned about the 
potential postal shutdown. That 
sent her straight to her com¬ 
puter to post on Facebook, re¬ 
minding guests to send back 
their responses as soon as pos¬ 
sible. 

The couple has since received 
a flood of cards as well its emails 
aod text messages. They are still 
waiting for responses from more 
than 60 people, many of whom 
live in Jamaica or the United 
States, who would not be aware 
of the dispute at Canada Post. 

lirrchase said some of her 
friends have told her they are 
hanging on to the KSVP cards, 
waiting to deliver them in per¬ 
son. rather than risking the 
mail. “Every day, 1 run to the 
mailbox to see how many are 
there going to be " she said. 

“1 don't want to miss some¬ 
body because the response is 
in limbo," she said. 

“And if there's a disruption, 
I don't know if the responses 
would be just stuck in a ware¬ 
house somewhere."

What's this I hear about 20 
yea rs of brain research being 
ruined? — I.Cb, Taranto 

I wouldn't say ruined. But yes, 
neuroscience is in a "Oh. Crap. 
No way. Really? 11 moment. 

Here’s why- In that past 20- 
odd years, functional magnetic 
resonance imaging (fMRI) has 
become a really popular tool for 
brain studies. It records blood 
flow to different parts of the 
brain — an indirect measure of 
brain activity. That information is 
then supposed [o toe accurately 


But that’s not what has been 
happening, says a new study of 
the most common MR!-analysis 
computer programs. 

The research, in the journal 
PNAS, involved dummy experi¬ 
ments with 499 healthy people 
— experiments that should, rea¬ 
sonably, turn up no results. But 
up to 70 per cent of the time, 
the software flagged at least one 
statistically significant result: A 
change to participants’ brain 
activity. A change, that, in all 
likelihood, wasn't really there. 


The false-positive rate should 
be no more than 5 percent. 

That means there could be 
serious, even fatal, flaws in as 
many as 40,000 studies that 
used fMRI technology from the 
1990s to May 2015, when this 
tarantula-sized software bug 
was patched. Yeah, Oops. 

fMRI is so cool. It lets us easily 
see into living brains, in real time, 
for the first time. And it gave rise 
to headiines like, "This part of 
your brain lights up when you 

_{eat Chocolate, read poetry, 

see a picture of your mom, etc). 


These (often smal I) stud ies make 
enticing stories. I admit I've got¬ 
ten carried away with them. 

So carried away, in fact, that 
I (and many Others) discounted 
the importance of reproduce- 
b ity. We should be cautious 
drawing grand conclusions from 
studies until other teams have 
been able to repeal the work. It's 
how scientists limit the impact 
of random er rors and keep ea ch 
other honest.

Salvation and 
The Pearl of Africa 


As a young transgender woman 
in Uganda. Cleopatra Kambugu 
found herself at risk simply for 
seeking to live life as her authen¬ 
tic self. The East African country' 
is notorious for nnti-LGBTQ laws 
which criminalize same-sex rela¬ 
tions. After Kambugu was anted 
by a tabloid, she went into hid- 
ing. relying on her family to 
bring food and supplies. 

After leaving Uganda for 
Kenya with her partner, Nel¬ 
son, the LGBTQ activist found 
new freedom through film. “1 
felt this was my last hope to be 
able to give back to the com¬ 
munity by being able to (use) 
my voice." Kambugu said in an 
interview for The Pearl of Africa 
which screened during the Hot- 
Docs festival in Toronto. 

“it wits also safer because I 
wasn't in Uganda anymore. I 
was staring i n Nairobi, So it was 
safer forme to proceed with die 
movie." Kambugu said she had 
long discussions with filmmaker 
Jenny von Wallstrom about en¬ 
suring there were “different lay¬ 
ers and nuances" of how r the 
story was told. “J guess one thing 
that’s never talked about is the 
apathy and the violence that 
men or women who date trans- 
gender people face. They're also 
part of the transition." 

Jn addition to reflecting the 
difficulties fitted by the queer 
community von Wallstrom said 
he also w r anted to reflect the 
universality of Kambugu's ex¬ 
perience. “1 think it's strange 


that this is only looked upon 
as a trails story. J his is so much 
more than that. It is also about 
being black and it’s also about 
being human," lie added, noting 
that the “universal love story” 
at the centre of the film also 
resonates. 

The Pearl of Africa arrives on 
screens at a ti me where trans 
rights remain a prominent point 
of discussion and contention. 

The Pentagon has announced 
transgender people will be al¬ 
lowed to serve openly in the U.S. 
military. Meanw r hile, in North 
Carolina, battle Lines continue to 
be drawn over bathrooms with 
protests over state law widely 
seen as discriminatory to LG¬ 
BTQ people. T he law r states that 
transgender people must use 
bathrooms corresponding with 
the gender on their birth certifi¬ 
cate in government buildings 
as w r ell as in public schools and 
universities. 

In May. the Obama adminis¬ 
tration told public schools across 
the LIS, that transgender stu¬ 
dents should be allowed to use 
bathrooms and locker rooms 
that match their gender identity. 

“We didn't know four years 
ago w r hen we started that it 
would become such an im¬ 
portant national topic. And 
it’s really great to see all of a 
sudden it has become much, 
more relevant," said co-director 
Jessica Dimmock.

I attended my first horse race 
on Sunday; the 157th Queen's.

first acting role for Kelly Reno, 
who plays the freckle-faced 
boy Alec. Reno* bright* quiet* 
;aitl unaffected — reminding 
me of my older brother at that 
age — didn't so much act, He 
just was. 

Ballard said that because 
the “big suits” didn’t know 
what to do with this “art film 
for kids. 1 " The Black Stallion 
was shelved for two years — 
until Coppola used his God¬ 
father clout to make sure it 
saw the light of day in 1979. It 
was nominated for two Acad¬ 
emy Awards, and earned a 
special Oscar for sound editing 


(during the final racing scene 
you can hear the Black breath¬ 
ing and the sound of his 
hooves pounding the track.) 
Pauline Kael and Roger Ebert 
adored It. Never mind all that: 
To my eyes, it's a perfect film. 

Now, normally I make a 
big feast lor our Sunday night 
dinner but the Queen's Plate 
meant that I got home* hot 
and exhausted, after Simon 
finished work.

“E>id I ever tell you that my 
high school film teacher made 
us watch the first half of the 
movie, when there's hardly 
any dialogue, just Alec and the 
Black on the- deserted island?" 
Simon said. "He used it as an 
example of pure cinema,” 

And it's only intensified by 
the original score composed 
by Francis’ father. Carmine 
Coppola, 

During the second half of 
the film, we tried to guess the 
Queen Street East Toronto 
locations doubling as Queens. 
New York locales from the 
1950s. We also spied a porch 
that we suspect belongs to a 
grand old home on High Park 
Blvd. just around the corner 
from us. Simon fell asleep for 
the finale. 1 was bright-eyed — 
anticipating the moment dur¬ 
ing the race that fades from 
the track back to Alee riding 
the Black on the beach — and 
then, quite unexpectedly, 
teaty-eyed, I sat back while the 
credits rolls, in wonderment 
that a film I’ve watched count¬ 
less times throughout both 
my childhood and adulthood, 
could still so deeply affect me. 
What an extraordinary thing.

Near the beginning of a new 
documentary called The Music of 
Strangers: Yo-Yo Mil and the Silk 
Road Ensemble, world famous 
cellist Yo-Yo Ma tells a joke. 

A little boy says to his father, 
“When I grow up I want to be 


a musician." 

“Sorry son * the father replies, 
“you can’t do both.” 

It's a subject Ma knows some¬ 
thing about. Performing since 
the age of five, by seven he had 
played for presidents Dwight D. 
Eisenhower and John 1. Kennedy. 
Since then lie lias appeared with 
all the world's great orchestras, 
released 90 albums and won IS 
Grammys. 

“The idea of being a rmisicum 
means that you have access to 
wonder," he says. “When you 
become too adult-like and con¬ 
cerned about responsibility you 
tend to push wonder aside. That 
moment where you take a step 
back and look at where we are 
and look at what the world is 


about. Those are decisions we 
have to remake every single day 
— to engage, to love iind care 
for and to recommit... To me it 
is the ultimate antidote to para¬ 
noia, to hate, to tenor is to care 
about things. To care about truth 
and be open." 

The cellist’s openness led him 
on a 20-year journey to form The 
Silk Road Ensemble, a loose col¬ 
lective of international master 
musicians named after the an¬ 
cient hade route between China 
and the Mediterranean. Feamring 
instruments from the Silk Road 
region. Ma mutes and matches 
bis cello with the exotic sounds 
of the pipa. a Chinese short- 
necked plucked lute, a Mongo¬ 
lian horse head fiddle called a 


morin khuLiranda ihakuhachi, 
a Japanese bamboo flute among 
others to produce an otherworld¬ 
ly sound that blends different 
cultures and styles. 

"Its not so much what makes, 
stuff different but more the fact 
that we work in such a connect¬ 
ed world.” says Ma. “Part of it is 
that, and port of it is to recognize 
the strength of individuality but 
also inherent in that strength is 
flexibility. It doesn't mean that 
because the bagpipe is louder 
than the violin we should never 
put the two together. It's more 
like, unlikely bedfellows. L D my 
gosh, there could be something 
extraordinary that could come 
from that.

Mortensen steps into dad shoes in new role 


In Captain Fantastic* Viggo 
Mo-itensen plays one of the all- 
time great movie dads. Holed 
away in a remote Pacific North¬ 
west teepee, he's raising six 
children like a bookish, yoga- 
practicing Swiss family Rob in- 
son. The children, well-behaved 
and smart, are equally adept 
at skinning a deer and reading 
The Brothers. Karamazov by the 
campfire. They pine after boning 
knives like most kids do iPhones. 

Captain fantastic, a hit on the 
festival circuit, has resonated for 
audiences as a movie for its time: 
a heartfelt and comic exploration 
about whether our hyper-digital, 
cacophonous lives have strayed 
from more elemental things. 

“It feels like one of those 
movies that has connected with 


something related to U.S. society 
right now," Mortensen said while 
smoking a cigarette on a roof¬ 
top patio after the film played 
at the Cannes Film Festival in 
May. “People get bewildered 
and think: 1 can't do that. I’m 
not going to skin a f—ing deer.' 
But there are other things you 
can do.” 

The film is the second dir¬ 
ecting feature for Matt Ross, a 
veteran actor known to many 
as Gavin Belson on HBO's Silicon 
Valley. In Captain Fantastic, the 


idyll of the family's off-the-grid 
existence is challenged when 
their mother dies. A bus trip to 
her New r Mexico parents Jiang 
critics of their lifestyle choices) 
confronts the kids with con- 
smuerist American life and teases 
out questions about their highly 
educated but socially removed 
upbringing. Should 8-year-olds 
really be climbing nock faces? 

Ross acknowledges there are 
some autobiographical aspects to 
the tale. His mother, he says, was 
“a seeker” and he grew up partly 


in alternative living commun¬ 
ities. (“They were hippie com¬ 
munes but they weren't really 
hippie communes because it was 
the ’SOs," he jokes.) He has lived 
in a teepee in the summer and 
does, like his fictional family, 
celebrate Noam Chomsky Day. 
(“He’s my hero,” he says.) 

But the film, which opens Fri¬ 
day, mostly came out of Ross’s 
own parenting. He and his wife, 
who live in Berkeley, Cali., have a 
13-year-old daughter and ^year- 
old son. 

"I bad a lot of questions about 
being a father and a parent:, and 
L wanted to contextualize it or 
dramatize it," says Ross. "And J 
was soil of butting up against 
our culture and who we are as 
a country." the associated press

Swiss Array Man, the story of 
a marooned man and his dead 
buddy’s journey back to civil¬ 
ization is a tale of friendship 
and what it means to be alive, 
— really and truly alive. 

The easy thing would be to 
describe the new Daniel Rad- 
cliffe, Irani Dane two-hander as 
Cast Away meets Weekend at 
Benue's, but that doesn’t grab 
the poetic essence of what the 
film is trying to achieve. 

“We make our movies for 
ourselves and we wanted to 
surprise ourselves into learning 
something and feeling some¬ 
thing," says Dan Kwan, the 
film' s co-director and cowriter. 

Kwan is half of Daniels, his 
directing collective with part¬ 
ner Daniel Sche inert. The duo 
came up with the idea for Swiss 
Army Man after directing a 
series of innovative, internel- 
hreaking music videos like D] 
Snake and LiT Jon's Turn Down 
for What |35 million views and 
counting}, 

“We've been working togeth¬ 
er since 2009 and kind of dis¬ 
covered this movie as much as 
we wrote it," says Scheinert. 
"We have very different film¬ 


making processes but very simi¬ 
lar tastes. As we work together 
certain stories started to reveal 
themselves. 

"It’s kind of autobiographical 
about the two of us. That’s: a 
joke answer but it is also kind 
of true. Certain jokes would 
make us both laugh. Some¬ 
where in that stew oi"us becom¬ 
ing friends a movie about two 
guys becoming friends came 
out. The signature image of 
a man riding a corpse’s farts 
across the ocean came out 
somewhere in there. The re¬ 
lationships with all the crew 
that made this movie also in¬ 
spired the movie. We met our 
DP and our production designer 
and wrote a movie that played 
to their strengths." 


With a premise Monty Py¬ 
thon might have rejected as too 
silly, Swiss Army Man uses the 
relationship between its char¬ 
acters to shed light on every¬ 
thing from stifled machismo 
and loyalty, to unrequited love 
and the need for compassion. 

“The overall meta joke was, 
let’s make a farting corpse 
movie but let's make the most 
personal movie we can," says 
Kwan. “If people are connecting 
to it they’re connecting to us 


pouring a lot of ourselves into 
it," 

"Dan keeps saying this movie 
breeds a strange kind of em¬ 
pathy," adds Scheinert. “One of 
the goals was to tell the most 
unlikely love story. We knew 
Parting Coipse and Daniel Rad- 
cliffe would be viral. Cool, but 
if we can make you really care 
about that farting coipse, what 
a cool achievement. If we can 
do that, what can’t you care 
about? 

"You can walk out of the the¬ 
atre and it will be real hard for 
you to find someone you can't 
empathize with once you have 
just fallen in love with a farting 
corpse," Scheinert says. 

Reviews have ranged from 
rapturous ("Hilarious, de¬ 


ranged. and always alive with 
possibility,“) to rotten (“ridicu¬ 
lously infantile") but the Dan¬ 
iels are unfazed by the reaction. 

"Even some of the bad re¬ 
views were sweet and com¬ 
plimentary," says Scheinert. 
Mostly they just want people 
to see the film. 

“1 hope people go to a the¬ 
atre and watch it with strangers 
because even if they hate it 
they'll have a really memor¬ 
able experience"

Moon Zappa, daughter of the la te, 
great musician trank Zappa, says: 
“Growing up I hated sharing him 
with the fans." 

Or anybody else it seems. 

“1 once brought him to show-and- 
tell when I was in third grade," she 
says. “I was so excited to share my 
dad with the class. Then he spent the 
whole time tickling all the other chil¬ 
dren. J was furious but they loved it.” 

Maturity has brought a different 
perspective, and now the 48-year-old 
is sharing her life and her iconoclastic 
father with the world as she helps pro¬ 
mote a new documentary that covers 
his creative life and times. 

bat That Question: Frank Zappa 
In His Own Words uses a collection 
of archival interviews and television 
clips to paint a word portrait of Zappa 
sans any context, voice-over or other 
documentary Ericks. 

"He did speak to the underdogs and 
he did illuminate many minds * says 
Moon. "You have a little taste of him 
and you want more. You want to have 
him all to yourself and 1 certainly had 
that feeling. Now I like sharing those 
stories but at the time 1 thought I 
really want him all to myself" 

By the end of bat That Question's 
running time, a picture has been 
painted of a man who self-de scribes 
himself as a freak and a conservative, 
a family man and an out-of-the-box 
musician who played by his own rules. 

"He definitely had a regular life,” 
says Moon, the oldest of four Zappa 
kids. "He was a quiet, shy man who 
thought he was ugly, who couldn't 
cook, who deflected with humour and 
who couldn't really have a confronta¬ 
tional conversation. He always struck 
me as a Sicilian patriarchal kind of 
parent. As an adult 1 went, "Ofcourse 
that is ridiculous. Of course he had 
this other life.' 

"For example, I knew he had cheat¬ 
ed a few times, but 1 didn’t realize the 
magnitude of the cheating. From one 
perspective it h s a fantastic rock n’ 
roll perk, but for a daughter it feels

pretty crappy to have a cheater dad. 
That is something 1 ant reconciling. 3 
also have tremendous respect for him 
but it's all so confusing." 

Moon, formerly known as Moon 
Unit, tasted her father's fame as the 
"grodv to the max" vocalist of Frank's 
Top 40 hit Valley Girl, but says she 
craved a normal life. 

"1 longed for structure * she says. 
"When I saw jnhn Hughes films 3 
was, ‘Waitl keople sit at a dinner 
table? Wait! People say sorry? 1 Even 
to this day when 1 see somebody with 
a sweater draped over their shoul¬ 
ders, or a loafer or an exposed ankle, 
Tut like, That is so exotic.' I think 
if 1 had grown up in the repression 
my father encountered 3 would also 
have put two rocket boosters on my 
back, but growing up like that was 
too much. It was like fastball pitches 
every single minute.” 

The elder Zappa was a complex 
man. but Moon says bat That Ques¬ 
tion "is exactly how I, wish the world 
could perceive him." 

“This one for me really tells the 
story of my father answering his call¬ 
ing and the stamina required to see a 
dream through. That is a human story. 
That's why 1 think his story connects 
on a human level. It's universal.’’

Artist’s private 
works reveal 
another side 

Late ill night, with the world 
asleep. Theodor Seuss Geisel to 
his studio would creep. The au¬ 
thor and illustrator stashed his 
unfinished; prose and unrolled 
artwork that nobody knows. 

The world came to love him 
its Dr. Seuss; he famously cre¬ 
ated characters like the VVhos. 
An expert says, that his midnigh: 
jam helped him dream tip stor¬ 
ies like Green Eggs and Ham. 

“At nighttime, it was just hts 
own unbridled creativity he was 
able to put out there on canvas, 
on a piece of paper, on board," 
said Jeff Schuffman, spokesman 
for the Art of Dr. Seuss Collection 
for more than a decade. 

More than 40 reproductions 
spanning SO years of Geisel's 


unknown artistry will he un¬ 
veiled to the Canadian public 
foT the first time on Monday 
at a gallery in Vancouver. The 
Pendulum Gallery will showcase 
the limited edition illustrations, 
pointings and sculptures author¬ 
ized by the Dr. Seuss Estate in 
California until July 30. 

The exhibition will offer a 
rare look at works that Geisel 
asked his wife not to release 
publicly until he was dead. 
Schuffman said. Seuss squir¬ 
reled away the art he made for 
pleasure, to cure writers block, 
and for family and close friends 
to maintain some privacy, he 
said. More than 250 million cop¬ 
ies of the author's 44 books had 
been published by the lime he 
died in 1991. 

Geisel dubbed his secret col¬ 
lection, containing about 200 
w r orks. the "Midnight Paintings." 
In a preface to a book about the 
collection called “TheGit Behind 
the Hat," Geisel’s wife Audrey

writes: Tm gratified to carry 
out Ted's wishes and have these 
works revealed to the world." 

Schuffinan said there is the 
public side of Dr. Seuss that 
many grew up with, but visitors 
to the exhibit wilt discover his 
private mind. 

Geisel, born in 1904 in Mas¬ 
sachusetts, was a self-taught art¬ 
ist whose talents ranged from 
watercolour to oil to sculpture, 
Schuffman said. He studied at 
Oxford University to be an Eng¬ 


lish professor, but quit when he 
realized he was doodling more 
than taking notes. 

He began his Gireeras an edi¬ 
torial cartoonist in the 1920s, 
served in the atony during the 
Second World War and visited 
more than 30 countries in Eur¬ 
ope and South America before 
he was 30 years old. 

“I meet a lot of people at 
shows and exhibitions who 
knew that Seuss certainly was 
an author who revolutionized 


children's literacy in the fate 
1950s, but never realized that he 
actually illustrated those books 
as well," Schuffman said. 

Among the gallery highlights 
will he a portfolio of nine draw¬ 
ings recreated last year to hon¬ 
our the 25th anniversary of 
Geisel's final book, Oh the Tlnces 
You'll Go! He made the hand- 
coloured drawings before the 
book went to hnul ink and paint. 

A quirkier display will Ire five 
surreal animal heads mounted 


on wood plaques made in the 
1930s. called Unorthodox Taxi¬ 
dermy. Fabricated From paint 
papier mache and clay, the sculp¬ 
tures have names like The Car¬ 
bonic Walrus and the Goo-Goo- 
Eyed Tasmanian Wolghast. 

Schuffman described the 
work being displayed as hav¬ 
ing a “Seussian slant."

Jon Jones struggled for words 
while his fears flowed, Frus¬ 
tration and fear were evident 
on his face.
